s. cash capital of $68. They built 
two wagons their first year, one of 
which was in daily, constant use 
for 33 years, a record that indicates 
the ideal of quality upon which the 
justness was founded. Three other 
Studebaker brothers, John M., Peter 
E., and Jacob F., joined the firm; 
the first, John M., adding to the 
assests $8,000 which he had earned 
during the "gold rush" to Cali- 
fornia.
